Dayan said that he had been 
attending carefully—another pru- 
fessional listener rather than a 
voter — but found that Mr. Ta- 
mir had been speaking mainly 
about the approaching nego- 
tiations with Dr. Kissinger and 
not really about the Syrian at- 
tacks on the Golan Heights. ‘The 
only thing we could do about 
the Syrian attacks was to make 
sure they were not worth the 
Syrians' while. But the Syrians 
might consider that even lf they 
suffered losses it was better for 
them, from a national point. of 
view, to continue fighting while 
we occupied Syrian territory than 
to stop fighting and thereby ac- 
cept the position. ὃ 

He continued: This is {πὸ 
Knegset, and the least we owe 
to ourselves is to tell the truth 
as we see lt... there are three pos- 
sibilities, We can escalate the 
fighting, we can bring in air 
power and use artillery... and of 
course it will not remain one-sided. 

We are in no hurry to do 
this as long as it is not essen- 
tial, not because it would annoy 
the Amerleans or the Syrians, 
but because it is_a matter of 
our own interests, If we increnge 
the shelling of their troops they 
will increase tho shelling of ours..

“Thera js no American pressure 
that I know of... the question is 
really, do we want Dr. Kissinger 
to mediate or not?

ΤῸ THLL HIS STORY OF BURR as 
an {iimnensely talented and complex 
man misrepresented by history, and 
to achieve his portraits of America's 
enshrined heroes ag flawed perso- 
nalities, Goro Vidal has constructed 
& beautiful device: he has invented 
a@ young journalist, Charley Schuy- 
ler, who gets out to write a bio- 
graphy of Burr, and with whom 
Burr co-operates (for reasons which 
come with a smash at the very 
end). Charley's own life, including 
hig tragic romance with a young 
prostitute, makes up part of ‘the 
book; then there are his converasa- 
tions with Burr, with others who 
know him, and Burr’s own diaries 
and “memoirs.” ‘This gives a long 
book a variety of tures - and 
viewpoints, and a ‘totally: contempo-

Those who knew him 
tell Charley repentedty that hig 
daughter, Theadosia, was the only 
person he ever loved. (Theodosia 
Burr, ‘by the way, has ‘her own 
in the Encyclopaedia Britannica, ang 
was widely regarded ux a “genius” 
whom Burr educated — In Latin, 
Greek and politics — according to 
hls own advanced theories.) Vidal 
throws out one tantalizing hint as 
fo the real reason for the duel with 
Hamilton — a taunt of incest, no 
less — but lets it go at that. 


THH DEBUNKING of historical 16- 
Bends and of fotnding fathers 4s, of 
course, one thing when those fn 
thers are long since buried, and 
quite another when they are still 
around ng biological fathers—or at 
most grandfathers, Vidal's best- 
seller, in America today, may be 
rend elther os a historical parallel 
with the present (the author Is not 
alone in belng a harsh critic of 
President Nixon), or as a cynieat 
exposition of all history as hypo- 
erisy, or as a comment that the 
most glorious of beginnings have al- 
ways been based on personal power 
struggles, hypocrisy, and cant. 

There is a theory that books of 
this nature are dangerous because 
they undermine bellef in basic na- 
tional precepts, particularly among 
the impressionable young. Yet it 
may ‘be safely assumed ‘that Gore 
Vidal himself did not come eround 
to his position ‘because of 6 lack of 
early inoculcation of the American 
virtues. His social pedigree is of 
the finest; he was born in Weat 
Point, graduated from Phillips Exe- 
ter Academy (very classy), and en- 
Usted in the army at 18. The book
